I. List of Questions shall be prepared by each Examiner, en- 
dorsed with the title of the text book, name and address of the Ex- 
aminer and sent to the Registrar for filing. 

II. Each Examiner shall retain one copy of his own Questions. 

III. Each Examiner shall send all grades promptly to Regis- 
trar. 

IV. If student wants his grade he shall enclose with his paper 
a self addressed and stamped envelope. 

V. The attention of all students is called to paragraph 63, 
Section 1 and 3, Page 49 Discipline 1908. 

VI. Each student is required to give a written statement to 
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the Registrar that he has read the books required in the course of 
study. 

VII. All essays and sermons must be in the hands of the Ex- 
aminers thirty days before Conference. 

VIII. There shall be no “Special Examinations” except in 
cases of emergency, and then only by a member of the Board dele- 
gated by the chairman. 

IX. There shall be two mid-year examinations during the 
year. One in the spring and one at the time and place of the re- 
spective District Ministerial Associations, at which time students 
shall be required to bring up a portion of the course of study. The 
other one in the fall, in a location convenient to the students. These 
Examinations shall be under the personal supervision of some mem- 
ber of the Board delegated by the Chairman.

Superintendents’ Hepnrts, 

MARSHALL DISTRICT. 

Dear Bishop and Brethren: 

After one year of service as Superintendent of the Marshall 
District, I bring my report. I record with gratitude to Almighty 
God that life has been spared to complete the year’s work. I lift 
my heart in praise to Him for his wonderful goodness to me for the 
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way He hath led me and kept me, and out of His infinite riches in 
glory, hath- given me wisdom and grace to do His will and work. 
Though oftentimes the labor has been performed in great physical 
weakness, He has been the strength of my life, and at no time has 
there been an absence of that grace which is always sufficient for 
every trial. When Bishop Quayle appointed me to the Marshall 
district he gave me fifteen charges, four stations and two circuits. 
To eleven of these charges the bishop appointed pastors; four 
charges being left to be supplied. All of these places were properly 
cared for. Without a murmur, so far as I know, these preachers 
went to their appointments and have labored with a zeal and devo- 
tion highly commendable. The preachers have all remained on 
their respective work with the exception of J. Q. Wells, a supply 
on the Angelina and Longstreet work, who left about the middle of 
May, going to Oklahoma Conference. Brother F. M. Simpson, 
pastor at Beckville, has supplied the Angelina work, and C. H. 
LaGrone, a local preacher, has supplied the Longstreet work since 
that time. Marshall district is one of magnificent distances, ex- 
tending from the Red River on the North to the Gulf on the South, 
and from the Texas and Louisiana state line on the East to the 
Houston and Texas Central and Texas and Midland railroads on 
the West, embracing forty-three whole counties and parts of ten 
others. Our work is scattered over this vast domain; it is difficult 
and expensive to serve. Several of the charges are interior making 
it necessary to travel four to sixteen miles by team to reach them. 
The work of the District being new to me, I realized the first thing 
needful was to ascertain the conditions and needs. I spent from 
four to six days the first round with each charge, talking and pray- 
ing with pastor and his officials, visiting and getting acquainted 
with the people, preaching three to six times, giving each charge a 
Sunday the first quarter; this put me in vital touch with my work. 

Church Property. 

We have on the Marshall district, 23 churches, value $38,550; 
ten parsonages, value $10,250. Much of this property we found 
without any insurance. We have succeeded in getting most of it 
insured. 



Building and Improvements. 

We found our churches, many of them at the begin- 
ning of the year in an uncompleted condition, mere skeletons, un- 
ceiled without paint or paper, while others were sadly in need of 
repairs. The church at Holly Springs, on the Hughes Springs 
charge, was a mere shell; we have ceiled, papered and painted it 
and now have a beautiful church. It was dedicated November 19; 
cost about $300. On the same charge we have built a handsome 
new parsonage, a cottage of six rooms, in an elevated part of the 
town of Hughes Springs. These achievements are largely due to 
the zeal and enterprise of the pastor, T. E. Webb. Cost of par- 
parsonage about $800. At Overton, under the efficient leadership 
of the pastor, R. T. Pynes, for the last three years, the people have 
outgrown the little church. We are at present erecting a new one 
to cost $1000; it will be ready for dedication in a few weeks. Our 
church at Texas City has been finished complete during the year; 
several dozen chairs, a fine Estey Organ and beautiful communion 
set have been installed at a cost of about $300. On Sunday, July 
4, with patriotic spirit and devotion to God, we dedicated this beau- 
tiful church to His Worship and service. To the pastor, W. H. 
Germany, and his splendid Ladies’ Aid Society belongs the chief 
credit of this achievement. Under the wise direction of T. F. 
Swanson, pastor, the church at LaPorte has been decorated at a 
cost of about $100, At Marshall we have installed natural gas in 
both church and parsonage for heating and cooking purposes. The 
church at Port Arthur has been repapered and painted inside 
and a new carpet covers the floor of the auditorium. Lots joining 
the church property have been purchased at a cost of $ 1050 . Our 
plan is to move this building on to the new corner lots and remodel 
it or build a new, up-to-date church. We need a new property in 
Port Arthur; this is the hope of our church here. The pastor, J. 
W. Lagrone, has wrought well along this line thus far. The same 
constant, persistent effort will witness the realization of our hopes. 
At Noonday arrangements have been made to complete the church 
at an early day. This work will cost about $400. At Woodville 
we have no church building at present. We have been worshiping

in the church ‘ ‘South,” until about June of this year, when we were 
asked to vacate. Since then we have been using the Episcopal 
church, but our people are no longer satisfied to be dependent upon 
others for a place to worship and said “we must have a new church.” 
Lots have been secured, valued at $500.00. A subscription taken 
for more than $1000. Work has already begun, and a new church 
to cost $2000 will be finished at an early day. The wisdom and 
tact of the pastor, J. A. Webb, with the hearty co-operation of his 
official board made this enterprise possible. 

At Colmesneil, another point on this charge, repairs have been 
made to the amount of $75.00. 

Church Membership. 

Marshall district has a total membership of 1440, a gain of 
132 over last year. 

Sunday Schools. 

We have 31 Sunda}^ Schools, with a membership of 1302; an 
average attendance of 900. Ail our schools, with one exception, 
take our church literature. 

Epworth Leagues. 

We have 4 Senior Leagues, with a membership of 102; 3 Junior 
Leagues, membership 89. There is great need of work among our 
young people. All our pastors should take the Epworth Herald, 
and they should make an earnest canvass for this paper among the 
young people of the church; and they should study Epworth 
League plans and methods and organize chapters wherever possible. 

Benevolences. 

While 1 am sure all the preachers have not been able to bring 
to conference the full apportionment of Benevolences, I think I can 
testify to their faithful efforts to get all they could. Some things 
have hindered; the boll wevil and drought cut the cotton and corn 
crop short, and there is, in many places, a disposition on the part 
of the people to give sparingly to Benevolences. This is largely 
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due to a lack of education along these lines. Our purpose has'been 
to keep the interest and importance of these causes constantly be- 
fore the people, and I am sure the reports will make a commendable 

showing, with an advance over any previous year, especially for 

Missions. Pastors’ salaries were advanced over last year $950.00. 

I fear a slight deficiency in a few cases, but most of the charges 
will pay in full. 

Revivals. 

This has been a year of revivals on the Marshall district. 
Meetings have been held on every charge, and in many instances, 
at every point on the charge. Some pastors have been their own 
evangelists, others have been assisted by some of the pastors on 
the district, while a few had evangelists from abroad. The District 
Superintendent held three meetings on the district, preaching twice 
a day for 33 consecutive days. At all these meetings souls were 
saved. 

The Preachers. 

1 have made slight reference to those preachers who were con- 
nected with church building; further than that it is not my purpose 
to make special mention of any man. I should be glad to speak in 
a special way of all under whom achievements have been made, 
spiritually and otherwise. I make bold to speak this word, how- 
ever, that no set of preachers, more loyal, devoted and sacrificing 
ever served any district in any conference than the preachers of 
the Marshall district. Bishop, my preachers are all Southern men, 
the sons or grandsons of Rebels. I am a Northern man, son of a 
Federal. Our fathers met each other on the field of battle, to 
settle the question of human slavery; we, their sons have fought 
side by side on the great spiritual battle-field, waging battles more 
fiercely fought than Gettysburg to liberate the souls of men from 
worse than human thralldom. There are no wounds; we bear no 
scars from each others hands; there has been no discord; no word 
of harshness has been spoken; harmony has prevailed; love has 
reigned supreme. These men might all have been born in Illinois, 
or I under Southern sunny skies, we seem so near a kin. The 
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Christianity of the Lord Jesus Christ has obliterated all sectional 
lines on the Marshall district: “A man’s a man for a that.” We 
have worked together in unity; our labor has been a labor of love. 
We have toiled together, and God has rewarded. That I have 
associated with such men will be among the most precious recollec- 
tions of my life. Much that I have said of the preachers is also 
true of the laiety. Everywhere they received me with the utmost 
cordiality. They have housed me and fed me, ministering to my 
needs in sickness and in health. I have been helped by their coun- 
sel, strengthed by their prayers, always conscious of their sympathy 
and co-operation. 

A Word Personal. 

I have traveled 17,000 miles by rail, 300 miles by team, 25 
miles on horseback; have preached 185 times, held every quarterly 
conference but four; three I missed on account of sickness. Dur- 
ing the last three months I have been unable to do my best work 
on account of personal illness; but I have labored on, even against 
my physician’s orders. I have put the best I had into my work. 
I have not desired nor tried to shirk my duty. My purpose has 
been to educate our people in Methodism and to lift them up to a 
higher plane of Christian living. I have sought to be a spiritual 
leader of my preachers and people. I am in love with my preachers; 
I am in love with my church; I am in love with my Christ; I look 
into the faces of my preachers today and say, ‘ ‘brothers, I did my 
best.” To you, Bishop, representing the head of our great Metho- 
dism, I say, “for the dear old church I have done my best.” I 
bring the record of my work, with all its imperfections, and look up 
into the face of my Master this morning and say, “Master, I have 
done my best.” And with this sweet consciousness, I submit my 
report. E. R. Houck. 

SHREVEPORT DISTRICT. 

Dear Brethren: 

I submit to you the following report of my District. We have 



had a good year with substantial gains on every charge and two 
new charges organized during the year. During the year we have 
finished our new church at DeQuincy and at Florien and we are 
just completing our church at DeRidder which is worth $2700.00. 
We are building at Lottie and Bulah. We have purchased lots 
at Goldona, Ravanna and Livonia upon which we expect to place 
churches and now have in our hands part of the money with which 
to build at Goldona. 

God has given us a revival on every charge in our District. 
Hundreds have been converted, reclaimed or scanctified wholly at 
our altars. The gain in membership has been good and our Sun- 
day Schools show quite an increase. Salaries of pastors have been 
increased, also that of the District Superintendent. All our benev- 
olences show likewise a marked increase. As I review 'the years 
work I can see nothing but that which will beg a deep sense of 
gratitude to Almighty God. Wherever I have gone, kindness and 
hospitality have been lavished upon me with cheerful hearts and 
willing hands for which I thank God and the good people. 

Territory. 

This District embraces all the Northern portion of the state of 
Louisiana. I travel a distance of 250 miles along Red River, 
South of the river 162 miles and North of this same river to the 
Northern boundary of the state. Within the bounds of the District 
there is some of the richest land in the South, yeilding annually 
large crops of corn, cotton, sugar cane, alfalfa. We have also 
some of the finest timber of the South with numerous saw mills 
which gives employment to thousands of men. 

There are some twenty railroads operating within the bounds 
of the District, six rivers flowing through our borders and prosper- 
ous towns and cities all over the District. 

Our Work. 

We work among the English and French speaking people, the 
greater part being done among the English; however, we are not 
neglecting the French. In some places within our District there 
are people who have never seen or heard a Protestant preacher. 
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It is our happy privilege to carry them the true Gospel of our 
Christ as our fathers taught it when Methodism dared to do great 
things for God. On some of our charges we are the only protest- 
ant people in the country, thereby making us do purely Missionary 
work. 

Alexandria and Magda. 

H. A. Wood supplied this work. Magda is on the L. R. & N. 
R. R. in a French Catholic country. We are the only Methodist 
in this county and we have a small class with church and parson- 
age with a good opening for a good work. 

Alexandria is a growing town of 16,000 population. West 
Alexandria has a population of 8000, and no protestant preaching 
except an Episcopal Mission. We have no organization in this 
large and growing city, but we have a few people in the city. 
Our need is money with which to build a place to worship, also 
money for the support of a pastor for one year. There is not a 
better opening within the bounds of our Conference for a great 
work if we can but get in there before it is too late. 

Creston. 

A. L. Harper supplied this work until this fall when it was 
time for him to go to school. He then resigned and I have supplied 
the work by Bros. L. E. Crooks and H. A. Wood, each giving one 
Sunday in the month to the work. This charge has our preaching 
appointments, one church building and land with part of the money 
in hands with which to build at Goldona. We have here 108 
members and the work is promising. We are the only Methodists 
in this territory. 

Dry Prong. 

L. E. Crooks is the pastor. This charge has three appoint- 
ments with 72 members, one Sunday School and good prayer-meet- 
ings. We are building a church at Bulah. We are the only Meth- 
odists in this country. 

DeRidder. 

W.E. Bennett supplied this work. F. P. McGee was appoint- 
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ed to this charge at our last Conference but resigned in the Spring. 
Bro Marvin P. McGee was secured and served the work for two 
and one-half months and died. In August I supplied the work with 
Bro. Bennett who has done good and faithful work. This is a 
charge of five appointments with two churches, one at DeQuincy 
worth $ 1200.00 , and we are just completing our church at DeRidder 
worth $2700.00. Here we have 140 members, 3 Sunday Schools, 

2 Ladies Aid and good prayer meetings. This is a good work. 

Livonia. 

]. W. Faulk, pastor. This appointment is within a French 
Catholic Country. On this charge we have one church building, 
one in process of erection at Lottie, and two lots at Livonia, one 
for church and one for parsonage. We began this work this year 
with only eleven members and now we have thirty -two members, 
one good Sunday School and a prayer meeting. The outlook is 
hopeful and promising. 

Orange. 

W. F. Bolton, pastor. This is a charge of five appointments 
and only one church building. We own a lot at Orange. We have 
93 members, 3 Sunday Schools and good prayer-meetings. Two 
new classes have been organized this year, one at Barham, the 
other at Leesville. This work also promises well. 

Provencal. 

M. A. Farr, pastor. This charge has six appointments with 
only one church building, 157 members, 3 Sunday Schools, r 
Ladie’s Aid and good prayer-meetings. We have organized two 
new classes this year, Shannock and Marthaville. 

Ravanna. 

A McDow, pastor. This is a new work with small member- 
ship which promises well. We are the only Methodist within the 
bounds of this charge. We own one acre of land and part of the 
money with which to build a church-at Ravanna. 
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Shreveport. 

Shreveport is a city of 40,000 population, and hence an impor- 
tant place. It was left to be supplied without any Missionary ap- 
propiation and therefore I was unable to supply it with a suitable 
man. I believe we could do well in this place if we had money 
enough to place a suitable man in charge of the work. 

Vivian. 

H. E. Copeland, pastor supplied. C. L. Elliotte was appoint- 
ed to this charge, but resigned in the fall to go to school, and I se- 
cured Bro. Copeland who has done good faithful work. This 
charge has five appointments, one church with parsonage, 84 mem- 
bers, 2 Sunday Schools and good prayer-meetings. 

Winnfield. 

J. W. Lively, pastor. This is a prospective. We have no 
membership here. Bro. Lively and I have gone over the work and 
concluded that it was not an opportune time to begin work here. 
Winnfield is a good growing town and we hope to open up a good 
work here in the future. 

In closing I want to say, that the work has been pleasant, the 
brethren helpful, faithful and consecrated to the work and God has 
been most gracious to us in all our work.. May the God of Grace 
help us yet more! Amen!

NEW ORLEANS DISTRICT. 

Bishop Neely and Brethren of the Conference: 

I beg leave to submit the following report: I recognize, with a 

grateful heart, the blessings of God upon us, our people, our homes 
and churches. I desire to thank the brethren for their kindness 
and the cordial manner in which they have received me. This fel- 
lowship has indeed been pleasant. 
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I also desire to thank Brother Hines for his help in introduc- 
ing me to the work of the District. Everywhere I have found his 
footsteps. He has made for himself many friends during his admin- 
istration. 

Again, I desire to express my gratitude to all who have prayed 
for me, and in any way been interested in my recovery. To God 
be all the praise. 

The work has been pleasant, but sometimes strenuous. In the 
performance of my duty, as God has given me wisdom and strength 
to do it, I have been conscious of the Divine blessing, and of a 
certain development in experience and growth in grace. This we 
humbly say to the glory of Christ. 

Territory. 

The New Orleans District embraces 20 pastoral charges. 
These are found in Southern Louisiana, along the Southern Pacific 
R. R. from Lake Charles to New Orleans, with seven charges out 
from New Orleans on the I. C. and Y. & M. V. R. R.; Auburn 
and Gloster, Miss, being the most northerly appointments. We 
have one charge on the water, the circuit being 160 miles on lakes, 
rivers and bayous. 

Our Work. 

Our work is among French, Italian and English speaking 
people. There are thousands of French people within the territory 
of the New Orleans District, and when they are once converted 
from Catholocism they make good Christians and loyal Methodists. 
We have French members in several of our charges. We have 
three or four native French preachers, who if they could get suffi- 
cient support, would launch out into the field and evangelize their 
people for Christ and the Church, but they must of necessity do a 
mixed work, which does not give the French a fair show. 

There should be in the near future, a French District, manned 
by French pastors, and encouraged and helped with a good sub- 
stantial appropiation from the Board of Home Missions. I am con- 
fident that such an investment by the church would bring in very 
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large returns in souls saved. With faith and hope we look forward 
to better conditions and a brighter day for our French work. In 
the meantime we shall not faint, but do all we can. 

Italian Work. 

In the City of New Orleans there are 60,000 Italians, and more 
coming every year. We must save these people for the Kingdom. 
We are our brothers keeper, especially within our own gates. In 
the midst of these thousands from sunny Italy we have a growing 
mission. During the early part of the year Rev. Gaetano Vital re- 
signed as pastor and went to Rome, and Rev. Antonio Palmisano, 
Our L. P., supplied the charge until the present pastor, Rev. Fran- 
cesco Zito took charge. Under the present administration the work 
is prospering and the people are greatly encouraged. The member- 
ship has more than doubled in the last few months. The attend- 
ance has increased in all departments and the outlook is promising 
for a great landslide soon. Recently they purchased a $6,000.00 
property on Esplanade Ave. right where the Italians are living in 
great numbers — a fine place for Mission work. This property is 
deeded to the church. 

Through the faithful and painstaking work of Mrs. Knostman 
of the Woman’s Home Missionary Society, the Mission has had a 
lady Missionary almost all the time. Miss Bardshar, a fine Chris- 
tian young lady, consecrated tothe work, came last fall and re- 
mained until spring of this year, andnow they have an Italian lady 
from New York doing the work of a deaconess to the satisfaction of 
all. The W. H. M. S. has furnished the support of these lady 
workers. 

The pastor’s wife is a ladies’ physician and has access to many 
homes, thereby, giving in many cases, a chance for the gospel to be 
preached. We are encouraged over our Italian work and believe it 
to the best interest of the church to stand by it. 

English Work. 

The prosperity of our English work still proves its right to ex- 
ist in the South. The Mission of the Methodist Episcopal Church 



is more marked than ever. This is evidenced by souls being saved 
from lives of sin, Christians being lifted to a holier life and the gen- 
eral call from the people for our church, and the eagerness with 
which they hear the Gospel as preached by our preachers. We 
have no other apology to offer for pushing our work. We thank 
God and take courage. 

We would like to have time to speak of each charge seperately 
and specifically but time would fail us; this we hope the pastors will 
do. There have been marked advances along many lines on the 
District this year. Successful revival meetings have been held on 
every charge and almost in every church. Hundreds, if not thou- 
sands, have bowed at our altars. Many of these have professed 
conversion and others entire sanctification. Our preachers, almost 
without exception, preach a full Gospel and urge the people not to 
limit God or stint themselves, but to reap the full benefit of Christ’s 
passion. We have several camp meetings on the District where 
scores of souls are definitely blessed annually. While our pastors 
are loyal to the Spiritual teachings of the church, they are no less 
loyal to the polity and forms of the church, and everywhere they 
urge the saved souls to join our church, but they do not practice 
proselyting. 

There has been an increase in membership of about 300. Sev- 
eral of our members have moved away during the year, but more 
are coming. Many souls saved in our churches join other com- 
munions, so we are not only working for ourselves, but our sister 
denominations also reap large returns from our endeavor. This we 
are glad to do. This is one sign of the genuiness of our mission. 
No man liveth unto himself. 

On account of certain financial conditions which have oppressed 
many of our people, these conditions being due to the failure in the 
cotton crop because of boll wevil and the locked condition of the 
rice market, also the equinoxial storm of September 20th, which de- 
stroyed much timber, rice and cotton; because of the financial strin- 
gency occasioned by these conditions, I fear that our benevolence re- 
port will be a little short. The tithing system has not been fully 
inaugurated but it will be soon and then our financial problems will 
be settled. God hasten the day. 
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In a material way the district has made rapid progress. Three 
new churches have been completed during the year. At Welsh, 
under the leadership of Rev. J. A. Carruth, a fine modern church 
valued at $6,000 has been finished and dedicated, free of debt, with- 
out calling on the Church Extension Board. At Ebenezer, through 
the untiring work of the Pastor, Rev. J. F. Ragsdale, and by the 
aid of $300.00 from the Board of Church Extension a nice new 
church, modern in architecture, is about ready for dedication; the 
value of this church is $2,500.00 In the country near Greensburg, 
La., almost on the Mississippi state line, Rev. C. V. Wilkinson, 
our pastor on the Gloster circuit, Mississippi, has organized a new 
class and they have just about completed a new chapel worth about 
$500.00. Extensive repair work has been done on our St. Charles 
Ave. church, New Orleans, completely renovating it outside and in- 
side to the value of $5,000.00. This gives us practically a new 
church there. Several other of our churches have been repaired. 
The ladies Aid Society at Iowa purchased, and has about paid for 
a house and lot to be deeded to the church for a parsonage. On 
the Raymond charge, at Elton, Rev. Daniel Hayes built a parson- 
age last year which will be, if it is not already, deeded to the church. 

The value of our parsonage property is $22,550 showing an in- 
crease this year of $3,700. The value of our church property is 
$101,156, showing an increase of $10,131 over last year. There 
has been spent on improving church and parsonage property $8,270. 
This does not include the amount on new building. There are 
some debts contracted, but not without a good probability of paying. 

We have on the District 31 Sunday Schools doing good work. 
About 2000 scholars are enrolled. The District has 13 Ladies’ Aid 
Societies; n Epworth Leagues. Prayer-meetings on every charge 
and we are not ready to give them up for something else. Nothing 
is better for the church. We have only 3 exhorters, but 50 Local 
Preachers; not dead ones, but all actively engaged in preaching or 
other Christian work. Eight of these Local Preachers are being 
used to supply Pastoral charges at present. We have with us 
recommendations from 4th Quarterly Conferences for the admission 
on trial in the Conference, of 7 of our Local Preachers and if they 
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meet the requirements will be admitted this time. The old time 
Methodist Class meeting and Love Feast are not dead letters among 
us. We have 32 class leaders. We have added 8 or 10 Local 
Preachers this year, all are fine promising young men. One of our 
preachers has withdrawn and joined the United Brethren Church 
and now holds an appointment with them; his name is Newsom T. 
Shows. One has gone to another Conference; J. D. Pointer to the 
Iowa Conference. One supply, J. J. Ellington, went to Athens to 
school and his unexpired time has been filled out by Rev. Francis 
G. Watkins, coming to us from the Methodist Episcopal Church, 

South. , 

I think there cannot be found any where a more consecrated, 

loyal, painstaking, sacrificing, faithful body of preachers as we have 
in the Gulf Conference and on the New Orleans District. I say 
this humbly. I trust they are not superficial. They are thorough 
and definite. Their labors count; they do not find fault with every- 
thing; they are not grumblers, but are willing to suffer others to 
save; willing to go or stay. Amen! Brethren, I count it an honor 
to suffer with you; in due time you shall reap if you faint not. And 
to the little women in the parsonages, who share with their husbands 
the burden and heat of the day there will be given bright crowns 
in THAT DAY.

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RESOLUTION ON HOLINESS. 

Introduced by James R. Basket, Conference Secretary. 

* 

Whereas, Our Discipline says: “in 1729 two young men in 
England, reading their Bible saw they could not be saved without 
holiness, followed after it and incited others to do so. In 1737 
they saw, likewise, that men are justified before they are sancti- 
fied, ” and, 

Whereas, All our books on doctrine in our course of study for 
young preachers teach this Bible truth of entire sanctification 
clearly and emphatically; and, 

Whereas, “Our Church is the only Church in history from 
Apostolic times until now that has put forward as its very elemental 
thought, the great all-pervading central idea of the whole Book of 
God from the beginning to the end, the holiness of the human 
hearts, soul, mind and will;” and 

Whereas, Our church has always been loyal to this grand 
Depositum of Methodism; Therefore, be it 

Resolved, By the members of the Gulf Conference in session 
at Lake Charles,. La., that we affirm our faith and confidence in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church in her loyalty to the doctrine of holi- 
ness and in her attitude toward those seeking the higher life; and 
be it further 

Resolved, That we invite the co-operation of all those who 
love the Church and hold this truth in wisdom to unite with us in 
spreading Scriptural Holiness over these lands. 

TITHING. 

Whereas, We believe that the Word of God, the Old Testa- 
ment, plainly teaches that one tenth of our income belongs to the 
Lord, and nowhere in the New Testament can there be found any- 
thing contrary to this teaching that would indicate a less amount;
